Whether Spain will shortly intro- 
duce the soviet system of government, 
as some observers confidently pre- 
dict, 1 would not dare to prophesy. 
But that the country is in a state of 
suspense, of that there can not be 
any doubt whatever. This is a time 
of waiting. For what? None can 
say. But all are agreed that it is 
for something more important than the 
revolution of 1931. 

“We are engaged in the last pos- 
sible effort to ob:ain results from le- 
gality and liberal institutions,” said 
Senor Azana, the president of the re- 
public. “The liberals are trying to 
govern neither by violence nor cor- 
ruption. I hope we will succeed with 
our reliance on the left. As for the 
other side, I have exhausted my fac- 
ulty for contempt.” 

“Nothing has been solved,” said 
Senor Largo Cabellaro, leader of the 
socialist party, which is unquestion- 
ably the most disciplined group in 
the country, “but the revolution is 
marching forward. Slowly at the pres- 
ent moment, certainly, but steadily.” 

Gil Robles’ group, commonly refer- 
red to as agrarian fascists in the for- 
eign press, a mighty reactionary par- 
ty, mighty in the sense of powerful 
representing the banker, the landown- 
er, the big industrialist and the con- 
servative intellectual, delegated Sen- 
or Perreira Martinez to inform me: 
“The pendulum has swung to the left. 
But it will swing back again. The im- 
potence of the left parties in main- 
taining law and order is evident in 
the thousand persons killed in the 
social struggle since the elections.” 

An anarchist leader in Barcelona, 
who represents a’ group that must be 
reckoned with in Spain, and very 
much so, summed up the situation 
with the words: “The fascists mur- 
set churches on fire, 
waylay and ambush workers and fol- 
low the one provocation with the oth- 
er. The left stands by helpless, hyp- 
notized as it were by the assurances 
the government that everything 
will come in order as time goes on. 
They don’t see that the reaction is 
regaining confidence and is just wait- 
ing for the right moment to pounce 
upon us all with a coup d'etat: 

That the danger of a_ rightist 
“nutsch” is not altogether chimerical 
was evident today when the govern- 
ment arrested the officers of two reg- 
iments and dispersed the units over 
half a dozen garrison-towns, upon 
learning that the lot of them had 
been involved in a plot to proclaim 
a military dictatorship. 

On the other side of the fence, 
100,000 leftists demonstrated in the 
streets of Barcelona today to the shout 
of “soviets in Catalonia!” 

That does not mean there are s0- 
viets here now, nor tomorrow, yet, I 
became convinced that Russia is ex- 
ercising a strong influence on the 
Spanish urban workers. Not on the 
peasants, who were always liberta- 
rian anarchists, and remain so to this 
day to the number of two millions. 
The influence of Russia does not lie 
in the work of Russian agitators, 
as the rightest press charges, but in 
the mere existence of the soviet un- 
ion. Delegations are flocking to Mos- 
cow. All the bookshops here are 
crowded with translations from the 
Russian. There is a great agitation 


going on for collectivizing the land, | 


but this agitation is confined to the 
cities. The peasants of Spain, no more 
than those of Russia, like the idea of 
collectivization. They want the land, 
to be sure, but in ownership, every 
man his own. The government hopes 
to place 200,000 peasant families on 
their own land this year. e large 
seigneural estates are everywhere be- 
ing broken up.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON, |. 


STEEL TEMPER WASHINGTON,. July 8.—What smart labor lead- 
ers near John L, Lewis believe he is up to in his 
Steel organizing movement is this: 

He will proceed with a hot and heavy roundup campaign for the 
next 60 days, and then count heads to see whether he has mustered 
enough union members to call a strike. He will need a strike to make 
his control of the industry effective, but first he must get control. 

Organizing experts who know something of the problem believe his 
drive will hit many hidden airpockets, that his campaign may be a mat- 
ter of months instead of days, that his chances of early success are not 
very good. 

In fact, they doubt that he will round up enough workers to con- 
duct a worth-while demonstration any time before election. 

Note—That there will be trouble and violence, few doubt. To Mr. 
Lewis, organizing is a heavy industry. His committee for industrial or- 
ganization has half a million dollars to finance this operation, and more 
money will eventually be forthcoming. No one who. knows Mr. Lewis 
doubts that the investment will be written off as a loss until his last 
resource is exhausted. 


POLITICS Mr. Lewis’ largest unlisted resource right now is his close 

political understanding with President Roosevelt. The 
mine leader hitched his coal car to the Roosevelt star early in the NRA 
game. He lately hobnobbed near the speaking rostrum at the Phila- 
delphia convention, as a background leader advised on the platform. 
Also he has become a personal friend of Professor Tugwell. 

For this reason and others the Lewis organization effort is often 
interpreted as an indirect Roosevelt campaign stroke. There is no ques- 
tion but what Lewis is counting on administration help. Also a Sep- 
tember strike might have a tremendous effect in dramatizing Mr. Roose- 
velt’s acceptance speech. 

But some wise democratic counselors already are complaining to 
Mr. Roosevelt that, if he is jockeyed into open support of Mr. Lewis, 
he will lose votes. In other words, the steel dramatization would bring 
him no votes he does not now have and would lose some he might other- 
wise get. 


WEAKNESS Steel manufacturers and large consumers have been 

quietly stocking up in anticipation of labor troubles. 
Strangely, however, steel is a commodity which cannot easily be stocked. 
Much of the production is fabricated to order. A short strike could 
tie up the indstry more completely than, for instance, a short coal strike. 

So while the stocks of raw steel have been increased and the manu- 
facturers and consumers are protecting themselves as well as they can, 
there is a definite limit to which they can go. 

This is an inviting prospect for Mr. Lewis. 
strike hurt. 

Note—Steel operations averaged about 70 per cent capacity in June, 
but were down to 67 per cent the early part of July. The closed 
combine of steel manufacturers raised prices for third-quarter delivery 
on a number of items of finished steel, and thus promoted business at 
the end of the second quarter. 

The rate of production would probably now be much lower, except 
that the manufacturers are still making deliverfias on second-quarter 
orders. As soon as this business is out of the way, however, operations 
are expected to drop until fall.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


A medical authority writing on ar- 
terial hypertension (high blood pres- 
sure) tells of the marked improvement 
brought about by lactovyegetarian diet 
in such cases. He observes that com- 
plicating obesity calls for reduction. 
Without allusion to the famous con- 
troversy of the priority of chicken or 
egg the distinguished physician makes 
this cryptic remark: “Indications for 
its dietetic treatment are presented by 
pathological and physiological condi- 
tions which more immediately cause 
or invite it (high blood pressure), and 
are consequent upon it.” You just 
can’t pick a fight with a fellow like 
that. Chicken or egg, it’s all the 
same to him. 

I fancy the trouble with many gvod 
doctors ie that they have too much 
respect for mere authority. They 
cherish old traditions. They keep on 
thinking as their teachers thought, 
that there is a dividing line between 
“functional” trouble and ‘“‘organic’’ 
disease. This ie what ailed Dr. Wal- 
ter C. Alvarez, author of that fine 
book on “Nervous Indigestion” (Hoe- 
ber) when he got off that silly crack 
last year to the effect that a physi- 
cian who has a large practice «sees 
only a few cases a year in which he 
suspects anything like a vitamin short- 
age. If that is so, then the physi- 
cian owes it to his clientele to take 
a vacation and brush up a bit on the 
newer knowledge of nutrition. De- 
ficiency of one or more vitamins in 
the daily intake accounts for a consid- 
erable part of the functional troubles 
which may not bring the victims un- 
der medical observation until some- 
thing serious develops. 

The word “tone” is derived from a 
Latin or Creek root meaning a 
stretching. The tone of the muscles 
means healthy or normal elesticity. 
The tone of the body means that. state 
of the organs and tissues or glands or 
cells in which the functions are per- 
formed with vigor. Resiliency. Vital- 
ity. Perfect health. It is largely a 
question of nutrition. A good many 
readers who follow suggestions they 
find in this column can testify to the 
effect of an adequate vitamin intake 
upon body tone—the tonic effect. 

In the Red Book of the Little Les- 
sons series (“Building Vitality”) i 
call attention to the fact that 5 per 
cent of cases of arteriosclerosis occur 
before the age of 30 years, 15 per 
cent from 30 to 40 and 30 per cent 
before the age of 50. But try and 
get a youth interested in the causes 
of cardiovascular degeneration (CVD), 
premature breakdown, premature sen- 
ility, when he or she is in the stage 


of dissipation; or even in the stage’

of hesitation. 
the stage of resignation do they begin 
to pay any attention to bla-bla about 
diet, vitamins or iodin ration. 

Who cares whether the hyperten- 
sion (high blood pressure) develops 
from unhygienic living and produces 
hardening of the arteries, or whether 
the arteries begin to harden and with 
loss of elasticity fail to carry the cir- 
culation on efficiently, so that a com- 
pensatory rise in blood pressure is 
necessary to maintain circulation? Or 
in other words, what difference does 
it make whether’ the condition is 
“functional” or “organic?” Preven- 
tive, palliative or curative treatment 
is the same in any case. It is time 
for the medical profession to forget 
come fine old traditions and revise 
the whole field of therapeutics.

CAME HE? 

Early in the eighteenth century the 
mysterious behavior of a personage ap- 
| pearing at Landau, France, led to his

'he was born, nor where save that he 


Proceeding further, he had passed 
himself off as a Japanese of pagan 
faith, and at the various places where 
he stopped he now ate raw meat, roots 
and herbs, claiming this to be his 
native diet. Later he devised a lan- 
guage of his own which he pretended 
to be his native tongue, and with great 


ingenuity he compjled a grammar and 
invented symbols which ran from right 


to left, like Hebrew. There was no 
record. of his name until he entered the 
army of the Duke of Mecklenburg. He 
then called himself Psalmanazar, 
which he afterward confessed to have 
been suggested by Shalmaneser, the 
Assyrian prince mentioned in the sec- 
ond book of Kings:

for his benefit and under whose ‘influ- 
ence he became very repentant, writ- 
ing a full confession of his impostures 
to be published after his death, After 
that he became a hack writer and for 
a time fell slave to the opium habit. 
He was prolific with his pen, which 
is said to have produced salable ma- 
terial 12 hours daily. He now master- 
ed Hebrew, conipiled a new edition of 
the Psalms, wrote on various doctrinal 
questions, produced istory of print- 
ing, was the author of essays on Bibli- 
cal history and collaborated upon the 
“Universal History.” 
* + * 

In later life he was a man of irre- 
proachable reputation, described by 
Smollett as a rather pathetic figure 
“who, after having drudged half a 


/century in the literary mill in all the 


simplicity and abstinence of an Asiatic, 
subsists upon the charity of a few 
booksellers.” Doctor Johnson, who de- 
lighted in his companionship in these 
waning years, expressed a desire that 
his own life should resemble Psalma- 
nazars in its “charity and devotion.”
